Popular Education! 

There ia no better tost of tho raorality 
and civilization of a country than its 
Educational institutions, especially its 
provision for the education of the masses. 
It would, porbaps, bo scarcoly fair to 
apply such a tost to British Columbia , 
and yet it mn*t, to somo extent, bo up- 
plied. In legislation upon this subject, 
it was found to bo most difficult to en- 
act a system applicable to all soolions of 
a country presenting such a diversity Of 
featuro and condition, and tho idea of 
framing anything liko a perfect BjBtem 
of education was, thereforo, abandoned. 
Tho law which was adopted at tho lust 
session of tho Legislature, and under 
which School Districts are being very 
generally organized, was designed to be 
both temporary and tentative; and, 
this boiDg tho case, it was earnestly 
hoped that it would bo tnot in a spirit 
of fairness by all concerned ; moro es- 
pecially was this expected in view of 
the fuot that it was precede by a cbaoiic 
concition. We would not bo quito 
justified in stating that the now sobool 
law has been woll rrcoived. That was 
scarcely to nave been expcctod.loven if 
the law had been a moro liberal and 
perfect, one than it is. To thoso on 
Vancouver Island who bad been accus- 
tomed to have the entire cost of the 
maintenance of their schools defrayed 
from the Colonial Exohequor, and that, 
too, upon a scalo which might bo con- 
sidered open to the charge of prodigality, 
it was not to be supposed that tbe new 
law would vory readily commend itself, 
providing, as it does, for only ono 
moiety of the expense to bo met by the 
Government, the other moioly boing 
raised by local effort. So fir as wo are 
aware, however, there is only ono com- 
munity in the United Colony which has 
proved recalcitrant, and that is the com- 
munity from which, of all othe-s, we 
leant expected such couduct. Wo al- 
lude to tho town of Nanaimo. Brief 
allusion was made yesterday to tho meet- 
ing held at Nanaimo. aud its results. 
We would wish to point out in a few 
words one or two of tho errors into 
which the people of Nanaimo appear 
to have been led. Thoso who were 
presrnt at the meeting on Monday 
night evinced a decided antagonism to 
local taxation, or even voluntary sub- 
scription in aid of the common school. 
The only source of local aid that appear- 
ed to meat with any favour was a fee to 
be charged upon the children in attend- 
ance; and that was fixed at 50 cents a 
head per month. Novr, we invite the 
attention of the people of Nanaimo to 
the following iacts and figures: Tho law 
provides for $500, to be given ont of 
the grant, provided the people raiao an 
equal amount by local effort, tho mode 
of raising it being very much left to 
themselves. The people of Nanaimo, 
or at all events such of them as attend- 
ed the meeting, bavo decided to raise 
the lcoal moiety solely by means of n 
tnition foe of 50 cents a mcntb. Wo 
are assured that with such a fee an 
average attendance of moro than 30 
scholars could not bo coilnted upon ; but 
for the sake of argument we will say 
forty. Forty scholars woald produeo 
twenty dollars a month, which, in a 
school year of, say, ton months, would 
amount +,o §200, or S300 sborJ of tho 
Bum necessary to enable the school dia-. 
trict to obtain tho Government grant I 
Even tho too of 5Q oonts a month will, 
we are assured, bear heavily upon miners 
with large families. To increase the 
fee would simply be oat of tho question. 
Bow is the baluuce of $300 to bo raised? 
A word to ihoso patriotic mouIb who 
take the position that childless porsons 
Bhould not be called upon to contribute 
towards tho support of popular educa- 
tion. Iq most civilized countries the 
prioiplo receivos practical recognition 
tnat ss education constitutes tho host 
uafegULfd against crime, indolence, po- 
verty , iktemp ( ,rauco, in snort oeainsi

Wo can- 
not help expressing surprise-, that thore 
Bhould bolound at thi* day porsons of 
education and position willing to ennuii* 
ciato tho doctrines promulgated at the 
Nanaimo meeting. The bachelor, caiteris

Letter from WbiU Pine. 

[From oar own correspondent, j 


Hamilton, White Pin«, 
26th July, 1869. 

Editor British Colonist :— I must pre* 
face my letter with an apology lor not writ- 
ing earlier according to piomiS'. The rich- 
ness of the silver deposits in this district ie 
now an established fact, tbe bullion sent 
from this city averaging $10 000 per diom ; 
cocidsring tbe small number of stamps at 
woik aud that man) mills are crushing low 
grades of ore, these ftrures speak volumes for 
the future prosperity oi White Pine. Much 
capital has been invested by speculators 
from California and tbe East, but much more 
is needed ond will assureily be forthcoming. 
At present Now York aid San Francisoo 
divide tbe bullion shipment. The country 
is boin-i energetically prosvrctsd and nob 
discoveries have been mads in Ophir, Ten 
Piute, Kern, Sacrameoto and otber disuiois 
which only await the erection of mills to 
contribute ibeir quota of elver bricks. Of 
oou'sa there is a reverse side io the picture ; 
trade is overdone, retits ore ethorbi'ant, 
money i' light, tho services of the Sheriff are 
constantly being called into requisition, the 
departures fully (qual tho arriva s. ka , Ac. 
but these are no now features in mining ex- 
citements. Most men hern huve an ii.Bnity 
ol locations and co means to developo ; 
merely do sufficient work lo enable them to 
hold itieir claims, and then devote their ener- 
gies (in mnst cs»es vninly) to muking a e»K 
' If 1 could only sell eome of my blanked 
locations and get out rf this blanked coaa- 
try," is a very common lament with ihe 
bonett White Fine miner. Iho laws al'ow 
ono person to hold any number of claims by 
purchase ond location. The eupply of labor 
is ut pro-ent more than equal to tbo demnnd, 
the rate of wages being in eome casts five 
d. pais a day to minors, but some of the 
leading mine owners on Pressure Hill have 
announced tneir determination to pay but 
four dollars lor the fniure. This was the 
signal tor a display of imbecility on the pait 
of the Miners' Union, wbo paiaded the streets 
ond amu-cd themselves by visiting the vad- 
ous shofts and hoisting those men who 
preferred work at four dollars to loafing. 
The Eborbardt proprietors took the lead in 
this reduction if wages unJ i ii now s'.ated 
thoy have beon losiug money for the pasttwo 
months. Capitalists seem disposed io intro- 
duce Chinese libor into White Pine by 
which they could work their miens with 
largo profit*. Hamilton is the business 
centre of White Pice and its streets usually 
present a lively nppearsnae. Hu^e prairie 
schooners and Ireight wagons laden wi'h 
merchandise Irom Elko, bay, vegetables and 
farm produoe from Uiah Territory or lumber 
Irom ibe sawmill), tile through tbe streols all 
day long. Next summer these will probably 
be superceded by a railroad from Elko or 
Oirlin which would not coBt much to cor- 
Htrutt, little or no grading being required on 
the intermediate »nlle)S. 

Taxation bore is very buidensome, and 
punctual payment >tric ly enforced by the 
offjoiala. In addition to the tegular Govern- 
ment taxes wli;h embrsoe everjthiD/j, there 
are State, county and city collectors to be ss- 
tisfied However, the White Piners fork 
out cheerfully enough and do no: grumble 
and growl over ihe inevitible, sis ii tbe cub. 
torn in ltfitidh Colombia. 

The Cbicago commercial party are expect- 
ed on a vi-it ; introductions will be much 
8"3ugbl after by those who have mines lo 
sell (and iheir name is legion). Much good 
is antieipat -d from this visit. Many of tbe 
merchants here intend opening direct rela- 
tions w'uh Chicago. There will be a great 
contest between Sto Franoiscu and Chicago 
for thi-< inland trnde. 

This district is unu*uaily quiet for a min- 
ing camp. When knives and pisto's have 
been used with disastrous or falsi effect, it 
baa generally proved ti be a oase of "Greek 
meeting Greek "; respectablo people mind- 
ing their own business are not likely to be 
molested, nlthough they msv cot winged by 
an accidental shot. Four reiver bricks, value 
about Beven thousand d.>U*r». were stolen 
from the ass«y office of t - ie Eberhsrdt Cou.- 
pany, at Sbermanto wo, a short time hack 
Two have since boen recovered, being found 
concealed und.T the flooring of an empty 
hou«e. 

Wo are poorly off for amusement*. The 
Martiuet'd troupe have been giving soma 
very attractive performances, but prior to 
their arrival there was nothing to te 
seen al the iheatres but melodeon enti'tftio- 
rnonis ol a very inferior kind. A rsi rosd 
oirous paid us a visit, but disbanded af'er 
playing a few nights, Mr aud Mrs. Am) 
tjlouo ore said lo be coming this way. 

It may interest you to hear of some old 
Victorians who have pitched their tents here. 
Mr John Heoderson, of the W. U. F*l. Co., 
is now agent ut Hamilton. Mr. Burrage, 
formerly of the simo sorvice, has a fine 
store on the main sireot, and owns some valu- 
able mining interests in ili< di triot. Peter 
Burred, formerly wilh Anderson & Co., la 
officiating as Bslcsm in in a dry gcols sure. 
Cbielovich and his nephew Rsdovioh have 
opened a large sdoon with Qvo billiard 
tables, and Georgo — vich, whom 1 remem- 
ber list at Piper's on Government streot, is 
in nt ondanoe at iho bar. Pottr Cargovich, 
that mo t socompliehed of oystermnn, has 
the controlling interest io a very promidn : 
mine on liuhylon Hill and expects to sell tbe 
s imo shortly lo n capilaliel from Chicago. 
This is a country of great expect itinns. J 
M. Ruber son lus built an asaay office anJ 
dwelling houso on tho Plaza and is, I under- 
btiud, doing well. Captain Kuk is ini-ttlled 
as ast-iilant molter ! Rackui did not, I am 
sorry lo s iy, tnako u fortune hero. He has 
left for Elko, whore he is now engaged in 
auct on business. Culveiwell has chloride 
on the brain, and usually carries a perfect 
muasura of specimens about wilb him ; be 
hns been doing considerable prospecting in 
i his region. Ono ol the Picketts is deputy 
mining recorder at Hamilton. Capt, Wiusor 
has been up this way engaged in mining 
speculations. Msltheissea Bros, are thiok« 
ing of starting a restaurant. Tbe young man 
who used to play ibe sido drum for tbe Vic- 
toria Viluntcers I was asloniabad to observe 
last Sunday offioiating for tbe Hamilton 
Fire CompaDy on the same dulcet instrument. 

I would not reoommend any more Vioto' 
lians to come to White Pine, unleea thoy 
have ploniy of money to invest, and even io 
that case they might do better to dig and 
delve wheio tbey aro. POGOfllP.
